1 . \ (Amended) A valve arrangement suitable for use with a rotary peristaltic pump 
and which incapable of allowing a flow of fluid in a first direction and capable of preventing the 
flow of fluid Vn a second direction, wherein the valve arrangement comprises a valve having a 
cracking pressure of approximately 0.10 to about 0.20 bar wherein the valve comprises a flexible 
membrane whic^ is deformable under pressure in a desired flow direction, and wherein the 
flexible membrar\e includes at least one perforation which opens at a selected extent of 
deformation of the flexible membrane to permit flow therethrough. 

7. (Xrnended) A device for the administration of at least one fluid to a patient 
comprising: 



a valve arrangement inbividing a flexible membrane that is deformable under pressure in a 
7/ desired flow direction and having a^w^cking pressure of approximately 0.10 to about 0.20 bar
